Ooa threw hie 
arms about bln, another confronted 
blm with e revolver wblob be pointed at 
his bead, and tha third quickly took tbe 
money and watch from bis pockets. 
Tbe blgbwaymeo tben bound Mr. Llod- 
eiey’s feet with a stout cord and left blm 
lylr g upon tbe track, while they ran Into 
tbe deoee woods to tbs right and made 
tbelr escape.

Tbe aggregate of tbs pur¬ 
chases Is about 600 sores, and, although 
East Oranga consumes leas than * an 
average of 2,000,000 gallons of water 
per day, It Is confidently believed that 
If tbe property shall be developed to lie 
full extent s supply of at least 15,000,000 
gallons dally Is to be relied upon. The 
pumps and pipes are deelgoed to furnish 
a supply of about 5,000.000 gallons, hot 
allowing for waste sod certain losses la 
pumping that are alwayscalulated upon, 
It Is safe to aay that our works will 
furnlab, wbeo completed, In tbe pipes at 
Eial Orange, a dally supply of upward* 
of 7,000,000 gallons of most excellent 
water.

It la time tbst tbe oombloed efforts of 
the officials of tbe firs department end 
tbe police department were exerted 
toward putting a stop to obvious incen- 
dlratsm such as happened Wednesday 
night, wbeo s barn on Bpruo* street wee 
set on fire and some boys war* seen 
ruQLlog away from tbs burning bul.dlng 
Just previous lo tbe discovery of tbe Ire 
by tbe party who sent In tbe alarm. Net 
only should tbe most vigorous efforts be 
put forward to put a stop to Inceodlary 
Ores, but certain excitable Individuals 
who rush to a fire alarm bqg oo tbe most 
trivial cause should be admonished to 
try the effects of s bucket of water on an 
Insignificant fire In a chicken coop or 
dog bouse Instead of calllog for tbe fire¬ 
men's assistance. 

One of tbe first steps to be taken by 
tbe fire department uffiol tie Is to adopt 
some metbod of fixing tbs responsibility 
for sending lo alarms of fire. This. It Is 
said, can be done by keeping an accurate 
record of tbe number of fire box keys 
glveo out and tbe parties to wbom they 
are given and the residence of such 
parties.
